Publicizing the tolal of motoring injuries—almost a million last year, 


with 3fi,000 deaths—never gets to first base in jarring the motorisl inlo a 
realization of the appalling risks of motoring. He docs not translate dry 
statistics into a reality of blood and agony. 


Figures exclude the pain and borrow of savage mutilation—which means 


they leave out the point. They need to be brought closer home. A passing 
look at a bad smash or the news thai a fellow you had lunch with last 
week is in a hospital with a broken back will make any driver bul a born 
fool slow down al leasl temporarily. But what is needed is a vivid and 
sustained realization that every time you slcp on the Ihrotllc, dealh (jets 
in beside you. hopefully wailing for his chance. Thai single horrible ac- 
cidenl you may have witnessed is no isolated horror. That sort of thing 
happens every hour of the day, everywhere in Ihe United Stales. If you 
really felt that, perhaps the stickful of lype of Monday's paper recording 
that a tolal of 29 local citizens were killed in week-end crashes would rate 
something more than a perfunctory tut-tut as you turn back to the sports 
page. 


Tour of the Morgue 


An enterprising judge now and again sentences reckless drivers to lour 


the accidcnl end of a city morgue. 
Bul even a mangled body on a slab 


waxily portraying Ihc consequences of bad motoring judgment .isn't a patch 
on the scene of Ihe accidcnl itself. No artisl working on a saflcy poster 
would dare depicl lhat in fill detail. 


That picture would have to include motion picture and sound effects, 


loo—the flopping, pointless efforts of the injured to stand up; the queer, 
irrunting noises; the steady, panting groaning of a human being with pain 
creeping up on him as the shock wears off. It should portray the slack cx- 
nression on the face of a man, drugged with shock, staring at the Z-twist 


his broken leg, the insane crumpled effccl of a child's body after its 


. .ones arc crushed inward, a realistic portrait of a hysterical woman with 


her screaming mouth opening a hole in the bloody drip lhat fills her eyes 
and runs off her chin. Minor details would include the raw ends of bones 
protruding through flesh in the compound fractures, and the dark red, 
oozing surfaces where clothes and skin were flayed off at once. 


Those are all standard, every-day sequels to the modern passion for 


going places in a hurry and laking a chance or Iwo by Ihe way. If ghosts 
could be put to a useful purpose, every bad stretch of road in the United 
Stales would greet the oncoming motorisl wilh groans and screams ftnd Ihe 
educational S|>ectacle of ten or a dozen corpses, all sizes, sexes and ages, ly- 
ing horribly still on the bloody grass. 


"Like an Accordion" 


Last year a state trooper of my acquaintance slopped a big red llispano 


for speeding. Papa was obviously a responsible person, obviously set for a 
plcas;.nt week-end with his fumily-so Ihc officer cul into papa's well-bred 
expostulations: "I'll let you off this time, but if you keep on this way you 
won I last long. Gel going-bul take il easier." Later a passing motorist 
hailed the trooper and asked if the red Hispano had got a lickcl "No" 
said Ihe trooper, "I hated lo spoil their party." "Too bad you didn't." sai'd 
the motorist, "I saw you stop them—and then I passed lhal car again 50 
miles up the line. It still makes me feel sick at my stomach. The car was 
all folded up like an accordion—Ihe color was aboul all Ihcrc was left. 
They were all dead bul one of the kids—and he wasn't going to live to the 
hospital." 


Maybe it will make you sick at your stomach, too. Bul unless you're 


a heavy-footed incurable, a good look al Ihe picture the arlisl wouldn't 
dam paint, a first-hand acquaintance with the results of mixing gasoline 
wilh speed and bad judgment, ought to be well wnrlh your while. I can'l 
help il if the facts are revolting. If you have Ihe nerve to drive fasl and 
take chances, you ought to have the nerve lo take the appropriate cure. 
You can't ride an ambulance or walch Ihe doctor working on the victim in 
the hospital, but you can read. 


Treacherous as a Cat 


The automobile is Ireacherous, just as a cat is. It is tragically difficult 


lo realize lhat it can become the deadliest missile. As enthusiasts tell you 
it makes 65 feel like nothing at all. But 65 an hour is 100 feet a second a 
speed which puts a viciously unjustified responsibility on brakes and human 
reflexes, and can instantly turn this docile luxury inlo a mad bull elephant 


Collision, turnover or sidewipe, each type of accident produces either a 


shattering dead clop or a chashing change of direction-and. since the oc- 
"'.upant—meaning you—continues in the old direction at the original speed, 


very surface and angle of the car's interior immediately becomes a batter- 
ing, 
tearing projectile, aimed squarely at you—inescapable. There is no 


bracing yourself against these imperative laws of momentum. 


It's like going over Niagara Falls in a steal barrel full or railroad spikes. 


The best thing lhal can happen to you—and one of the rarer things—is to 
be thrown out as the doors spring open, so you have only the ground to reckon 
with. True, you strike with as much force as if you had been thrown from 
Ihc Twentieth Century at top speed. Bul al least you are spared the lethal 
array of gleaming metal knobs and edges and glass inside the car.

If you customarily puss without clear vision a long way ahead, make

driver is death's favorite target. If the steering wheel holds together il 
ruptures his liver or spleen so he bleeds to death internally. Or, if the 
steering wheel bleaks off, the mailer is settled instanlly by the 'steering 
column's plugging through his abdomen. 


By no means do all head-on collisions occur on curves. The modern 


death-trap is likely to be a straight stretch with three lanes of traffic— 
like the notorious Astor Flats on the Albany post Road where there have 
been as many as 27 fatalities in one summer month. This sudden vision of 
broad, straight road tempts many an ordinarily sen.-ible driver into passing 
the man ahead. Simultaneously a driver coming the other way swings oul 
at high speed. Al the last moment each tries to get into line again, but the 
gaps are closed. As the ears in line are forced into the ditch to capsize or 
crash fences, the pat-sers meet, almost, head-on, in a swirling, grinding smash

Enough Milk 


Milk has been called from time to 


time the most nearly perfect food and 
has received a good many other en- 
comiums as to its quality in the deit. 


It has been said that every child 


should have at least a quart of milk 
each day, this including, of course, the 
milk taken in soups, in cereals and 
desserts as well as that drunk from a 
glass. 


Figures for the United States as a 


whole show that we actually are get- 
ting about 191 quarts of milk a person 
a year, which means about one-half 
the milk scheduled for a healthful diet 


In 1934 according to the Department 


of Agriculture, the amount used was 
154 quarts a • person a year; 
• In, 1934 investigators made a study 
of. the consumption of milk in Phila- 
delphia, TThey found.that the highest 
weekly, average- to the person was in 
Jewish families, using 2.56 quarts of 
milk, followed by the native white and 
Irish with 2.53. quarts, and the North 
European groups, with 2:34. 


Negroes were found to use only 1.57 


quarts of i milk a week, and families 
from the Mediterranean districts 1.81 
quarts. The same groups also showed 
the-lowest average in use of canned 
miDc-and butter, but it is known that 
families 
from the South European 


areas use a great deal of olive oil. 


Studies were made of the extent to 


which milk enters the diet in relation- 
ship to the family income. Fresh milk 
is used; of course, largely by those of 
fairly good incomes, 


Persons using condensed or evap- 


orated milk used it in 37 per cent of 
cases because cf its relatively cheap 
price; in 30 per cent because of its con-

had been fired in your face, and a sliver in the eye. traveling with such 
force, means certain blindness. A leg or arm stuck through the windshield 
will cut clean to the bone through vein, artery an muscle, like a piece of 
beef under the butcher's knife, and it takes little time to lost1 a fatal amount 
of blood under such cihcunistances. 
Even safety glass may not bo w!)«K 


.safe when the car crashes something at high speed. 
You hear picturcsqCT/ 


tales of how a flying human body will msike n neat hole in the stuff with 
its head-the shoulders slick—the glass holds-ami Ihc raw. keen edge of the 
holehole decapitates the body as neatly as a guillotine..

po«t-and-rail fence can put you beyond worrying about other injuries im- 
mediately when a rail comes through the windshield and tears off your 
head with its splintery end—not as neat a job but thoroughly efficient. 
Bodies are often found' with their shoes off and their feel all broken out 
of shape The shoes are back on the floor of the car, empty and with their 
laces still neatly lied. That is Ihe kind of impact produced by modern speeds.
